The French aod Germans are 
growling at each other once more, 
in tones that some of the corre- 
spondents deem very warlike. 
When the Schnaebeles row Was 80 
pacifically terminated it . was 
thought thatthere was no chance 
for fighting; but the irrepressible 
conflict is on the puiat of breaking 
out again as badly as ever. The 
trouble this time is over the forma- 
tion ofa new Ministry to sueceed 
the Goblet Cabinet, recently over- 
thrown in Paris. The one map 
who seems certain of a place ingthe 
new Government is Boulanger; 
and Germany evidently thinks 
that a Cabinet in which he is the 
only known quantity may be the 
reverse of pacific. On the other 
hand, the French press not unrea- 
sonably declare that France has a 
right to select her own Govern- 
ment without reference to other na- 
tions. Thus relations are restored 
to their normally strained condi- 
tion. It certainly seems, if the sus- 
picion between the two nations is 
so great that one of them cannot 
undergo a change of Ministry with- 
out putting the other under arms, 
that they may as well fight the 
matter out and settle the question.

E. Ramsey has just returned to 
Miles City, Montana, from a Win- 
ter’s stay in New York. He in- 
forms the Stock Growers’ Journal 
that New York is the borse mar- 
ket of the country, but that thesale 
of Western horses has been nearly 
ruined by the fact of people ship- 
ring in and selling wild and un- 
broke horses. Such experiences 
have been had with these horses 
that the fact that a horse has a 
brand is enough practically toe 
throw it ou: of the market, no 
matter what ite other recommen- 
dations may be. Buyers have been 
actually scared from the purchase 
of range-bred horses by the shiftless 
and low price market they bave 
made for themselves. The market 
however is a good one end an open 
one if thoroughly broke horses can 
be shipped in and the existing 
prejucice against the range horse 
ean be overcome, 


The Postmaster General and 
Judge Bryant, Assistant Attorney 
General for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, are revising the postal laws 
and regulations as authorized by 
Congress lest Winter. The work 
is done at the Postmaster General's 
residence, and he ison that account 
out to callers at the Department 
afternoon lunch. The lawsand reg- 
ulations have not been codified since 
1879, when Po:tmaster General Key 
had bis private Secretary sling to- 
gether a book. of 250 pages bearing 
on the postal services. Colonel 
Vilas and his legal adviser, being 
good lawyers, do the job them- 
selves. There are 8,000 postmasters 
in the country whoare without a 
copy of the postal laws, the edition 
having been exhausted two years 


ago.

A Helocaust in Paris. 
PaRIs, May 25. 

The Opera Comique took fire this 
eyening. The building is now 
wrapped in flames. Several persons 
areinjures. Fourteen persons, who 
jumped from the windows, are dead. 
Forty-three are injured. Probably 
many have been crushed to death in 
the galleries. 

The fire broke out during the first 
act of the opera of “Mignon.”’ One of 
the wings caught fire from a gas jet, 
and the entire stage was immediately

t assistance in the work of resist- 
ng the crowding of the people toward 
the building. ineteen persons are 
known to be dead. The artificial fire 
apparatus, which had been placed in 
position, in readivess for the burning 
of the palace in the second act, rolled 
down from its plave near the roof, and 
exploded below. Women, half clad, 
carrying their costumes, fled from the 
stage screaming. The supers and 
members of the chorus were terrified. 
Some of the latter fled with nothing 
on but tights. The flames spread with 
such rapiaity that in fitteen minutes 
the stage was a vast furnace. Several 
actors esca by climbing to the roof 
on the side of the Rue Merrionte, 
where they were rescued by fire es- 
capes. M. Tasquin implored the audi- 
ence to remaip seated until the exits 
were opened, which they did. If they 
made a rush forthe door the loss of 
life would have been terrible. 

A figurante says there were 150 per- 
sons on the stage when the fire broke 
out. She heard glass breaking, but 
told the others nut to mindit. But 
while she was speaking a column of 
flame broke through the wings with a 
roar, and all rushed pell mell from 
the stage. Most of the casualities so 
far reported are due to nervousness, 
Many persons who were unable to 
trust themselves to walk the narrow 
ledge of the cornice round the build- 
ing gee off in terror. One woman 
coolly walked around the cornice 
while the flames were bursting above 
her until she reached the fire escape. 
The victims are almost all singers, 
The streets in the vicinity of the 
burned theater were crowded until an 
early hour this morning. The doc- 
tors attended many persons who had 
been bruised. 


Dead Bodies Lying in Heaps. 
Paris, May 26. 
The bodies of the ballet dancers who 
lost their lives by the burning of the 
Opera Comique last night are lying in 
heaps in the ruins of tie theater. 


Firemen assert t!.at many bodies are 
lying in the upper galleries. The 
nurober of persons killed greatly ex- 
ceeds previous e«timates. An excited 
crowd surrounus the ruins, which are 
guarded by the milttary cordon. 

Twenty bodies in a terribly muti- 
lated condition have been recovered 
from the ruins. The remains are 
principally those of ballet girls, chor- 
isters and machinists, 

4 vp. M.—Twenty more bodies were 
recovered from the ruins this after- 
noon. The search continues, 

The remains of three men and two 
women were found in the stage box, 
where the victims had taken refuge 
from the flames. 

It has been ascertained that many 
bodies lie buried in the upper galler- 
ies, where escape was exceedingly dif- 
ficult. The Government proposes to 
close several of the Paris theaters be- 
cause of their deficiency in exits. Late 
this afternoon the bodies of 18 ladies, 
in full dress, were found lying to- 
gether at the bottom of the staircase 
leading from the second story. These 
ladies all had ¢scorts to the theater,but 
no remains of the men are found near 
where the women burned to death. 
The walls of the theater began falling 
this evening and search for bodies has 
been abandoned forthe day. The li- 
brary attached to the theater was en- 
tirely destroyed with all its contents, 
including many valuable scenes. Six 
thousand costumes were burned in the 
wardrobe, 


A Pilot to Assassinate the Suitan 
of Turkey.
